Claims 1-14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Takago et al . , U.S. Patent 5,288,889 or 
European Patent Application No. 433070 issued to Pellerite. 

Each of these patents shows fluorinated organosilicon 
compounds which can be utilized as water and oil repellant 
coatings. These patents are seen to show compounds which render 
obvious that as instantly claimed. See specifically Takago at 
columns 3 and 4 as well as the European patent application at 
pages 6-9. The Examiner maintains it would be prima facie 
obvious to select the instantly claimed compound from those as 
shown in the prior art and have it function as instantly claimed.
